RACING ORGANIZATIONS MUST COMPLY WITH THE NEW 
DAYLIGHT SAVING LAW 

The otlicial8 of the racing organization.s have an ininieriiate dutv to tliiicharge. It is 
now a matter of national law that tlaylight saving is to be etiectetl by setting all the 
time pieces in this land ahead one hour, beginning at 2 a. m., March 31. This is a war 
measure, deemed of high importance by the Congress and President of the. United States. 
It is therefore of Itinding force on all patriotic and law-abiding citizens of this country. 
It is a matter in which there are no exemptions or discrimination.'. 

Racing people have already given striking evidence that they are solidly in sujiport of 
their government in the titanic warfare now convulsing the world. Racing officials must 
now do a further part in complying with the law referred to in letter and in spirit. The 
Bowie meeting begins next Monday. Last year racing began at that track at 2:30 p. m. 
This year it should liegin at 1 :30 p. m. Similar action should lie taken at Uaklawn next 
Monday. Following each and every jockey club in tho United States should conform to 
the requirements of the law as their meetings arrive. There shcild not be the .“lightest 
attempt at evasion anywhere. 

In its practical working it will be found that little, if any, inconvcnicnc’ will result 
from the change. If there is, any loyal patrons of racing wi.*l endure them cheerfully. 
People who take jileasure in viewing any sport, visit its scene at its appointed time, 
whatever that may be. Those who have, been accustomed to going to race tracks at 
2:30 j). m. will readily accept the new time and shape their ahairs accordingly. 

Racing needs all the friciuls it already has. It needs those it may gain by a prompt, 
cheerful and loyal compliance with the requirements of the new law.
